We are counsel to Arthur Andersen PAC and Arthur Andersen LLP, and we are
responding to your invitation for comment. We have reviewed the Request for an Advisory
Opinion submitted by John C. Keeney, Jr. dated October 26,2000. We agree that Andersen
Consulting PAC is not affiliated with Arthur Andersen PAC within the meaning of 11 C.F.R. §
100.5 (g)(2). This conclusion stems from the Arbitration Order dated August 7,2000, as a result
of which Arthur Andersen LLP and Andersen Consulting LLP are no longer affiliated. We
further agree that application of the Commission's affiliation criteria support the conclusion that,
since the Arbitration Order, neither the companies nor the PACs are affiliated with each other.
